In Domestic Air Parcel Post the U.S. Post Office offers 
the air shipper a fast, dependable economical means of 
expediting small packages anywhere within the United 
States or to its territories and possessions. Generally speak- 
ing parcels up to 2 Ibs. are forwarded cheaper by Air Par- 
cel Post due to minimum rates applicable to both Air 
Freight and Air Express. 


Handling.—Parcels on which postage is prepaid at the 
rates shown are entitled to the most expeditious handling, 
transportation (by surface or air), and delivery practic- 
able, but not special delivery. For maximum speed the 
special delivery service should be utilized for all matter 
sent by air. This is especially important if the mail is to 
reach the office of address on a week end or holiday. 


Conditions.—The zone rates prescribed for parcels car- 
ried by air (including other transportation to and from air- 
mail routes) shall apply to mailable matter of any class, 
except that which may be damaged by low temperatures 
or high altitudes, weighing over 8 ounces but not more 
than 70 pounds nor exceeding 100 inches in length and 
girth combined, including written and other matter of 
the first class, whether sealed or unsealed. 


Rates—The rate of 7 cents an ounce or fraction of an 
ounce will apply to all domestic air mail weighing up to 
and including 8 ounces, regardless of distance or zone; 
the zone rates will apply to such mailing weighing over 8 
ounces, fractions of a pound being charged as a full pound. 

The zone rates for parcels carried by air are based on the 
eight postal zones applicable to fourth-class (parcel post 
mail) and are shown in the following table:

Army post offices and Fleet post offices, (weight limit 70 
pounds; size limit—30 inches in length and girth com- 
bined).—The rate of 80 cents for first pound (over 8 ounces 
to 1 pound) and 80 cents for each additional pound or 
fraction thereof shall be charged on parcels transported 
by air between United States or its Territories and pos- 
sessions and overseas Army-Air Force and Navy post offi- 
ces, also naval vessels addressed in care of Fleet post offi- 
ces, at New York, N. Y., and San Francisco, Calif. 


Marking.—All parcels sent via air parcel post should be 
prominently endorsed “AIR PARCEL POST” or “VIA 
AIR MAIL,” not only on the address side but on each end 
and side. When available, printed labels bearing these 
words should be affixed to parcels. All parcels must bear 
the name and address of the sender. 


Forwarding or Return.—Air parcel post matter which is 
undeliverable at the office of address shall be promptly for- 
warded by air if a new address is available unless the mat- 
ter bears instructions of the sender to forward by surface 
mail. If a new address is not available, air parcels shall be 
promptly returned to the sender by surface means unless 
the piece bears specific instructions that it be returned by 
air. This action shall be taken whether or not the matter 
bears a pledge of the sender to pay forwarding or return 


postage. 


In case the matter is forwarded by air, postage for for- 
warding shall be computed at the proper air parcel post 
zone rate. When air parcels are forwarded to addressee 
or returned to sender by surface means the “Air Parcel 
Post” endorsements shall be crossed off and the piece rated 
for collection of the proper rate of postage according to 
the class of matter involved. 
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Postmasters will exercise discretion in the treatment of 
air parcel post under this ure when individual cases

An additional 
charge of $0.10 shall be required for each $100.00 (or 
fraction thereof) by which the value declared on the Air- 
bill at the time of receipt of the shipment from the shipper, 
exceeds $0.50 per pound or $50.00 (whichever is higher). 
Weight used to determine valuation charges is the same 


as that used to figure transportation charges. 


Charges for Dimensional Weight 


Transportation charges of international airlines, in- 
cluding ground services, are assessed on either the 
actual weight or the cubic dimensional weight of a 
shipment, whichever is greater. The cubic measurement 
will be based on the greatest dimensions (Length X 
Width X Depth) of (1) the shipment, or (2) of each 
part in the event of mixed shipments containing differ- 
ently rated parts. 

Cubic dimensional weight will be derived from the 
cubic measurement of shipments or parts as provided 
above on the basis of one pound for each 250 cubic 
inches or fractions. An exception for U.S. domestic 
shipments is Cut Flowers or Nursery Stock which will 
be charged on the basis of 266 cubic inches per pound. 

Where weights are measured in kilograms, 9,000 cubic 
centimeters (550 cubic inches) will equal one kilo, 
except for shipments moving only between points in 
Europe, 7,000 cubic centimeters will equal one kilo.

pick-up and delivery service is available, and the basic 
reer sod omg eg each carrier in each city.

Deferred Airfreight 


Deferred Air Freight is now offered by American, 
Braniff, Continental, Flying Tigers, Riddle, and TWA 
between major cities such as New York, Philadelphia 
Washington, Chicago, Los Angeles, Miami, and Oakland/ 
San Francisco. It combines the advantages of air 
freight (lower packaging costs - lower refurbishing 
costs - almost complete freedom from loss and pilfer- 
age resulting in lower insurance rates-simple method 
of arranging shipments - lower handling costs) plus 
deliveries generally equal to or better than surface 
transportation and at a cost generally equal to or 
better than surface transportation, However, no del- 
ivery is made before the third or fourth day depend- 
ing upon length of haul.

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VALUATION CHARGES 


INTERNATIONAL 
(IATA MEMBERS) 


A valuation charge system is in force with respect to 
international carriage of all types of air cargo by IATA 
carriers. The charge is a transportation charge and not 
an insurance premium. The shipper must make a declara- 
tion of value for carriage on each shipment. As a general 
rule shippers declare the value for carriage the customs 
or actual value plus all shipping charges, however the 
declared value for carriage may be any amount. The term 
“No Declared Value” (N.V.D.) also constitutes a Bo 3 
declaration.* The declared value for carriage or “N.V.D.” 
must appear in the appropriate space on the Air Waybill 
and under no circumstances can this space be left blank. 
Shipments valued for carriage at more than $7.48 per 
pound will be assessed a charge at the applicable rate per 
$100.00 of such declared value. (Some international ship- 
monte «ya certain zones will net be assessed valuation 
charges. 

To determine if valuation charge will be assessed locate 
the weight of the shipment on the chart below and if the 
declared value of the shipment is more than the value 
listed for that weight, charges will be assessed.

When the shipper’s declared value for carriage is $16.50 
per kilo ($7.48 per pound) or less no valuation charges 
will be assessed and transportation charges will be deter- 
mined solely on the weight or volume of the shipment. 


When the shipper’s declared value for carriage exceeds 
$16.50 per kilo ($7.48 per pound) charges for transporta- 
tion will be determined on a weight or volume basis PLUS 
the valuation charge based on the shippers declared value 
for carriage according to the table below.

INSURANCE 


INTERNATIONAL AIR CARGO 


For the convenience of international shippers desiring 
the facility most carriers make available all-risk insurance 
under Air Waybills issued by them. A carrier can insure 
air cargo from origin to final destination whether or not 
the shipment is transported wholly by that carrier so long 
as that carrier’s Air Waypbill is issued. Whenever one car- 
rier’s Air Waybill is issued to cover transportation via an- 
other carrier the insurance issued will be the insurance 
offered by the carrier whose Air Waybill was issued. Ship- 
pers may obtain this insurance upon specific request and 
only at the time of shipment. The request for insurance 
must be indicated in the ote space on the Air Way- 
bill or in the Shipper’s Letter of Instructions. The Air 
Waybill or the Shipper’s Letter of Instructions must be 
signed by the shipper or his authorized agent. 

The shippers declared value for insurance is not required 
to be related in any way to the shippers declared value for 
carriage. The amount of the insurance applicable is the 
amount set forth on the face of the Air Waybill as the 
value specified for insurance. 

Because the basis for assessing premiums and rates vary 
with carriers a complete table of premiums cannot be 


given here, however, in general the following is indicative 
4 _some of the features of the insurance available to 
shippers: 

emiums vary from $.05 to .385 per $100 based either 
on a country to country or a mileage or zone basis for 
general or valuable cargo. 

Valuable cargo includes gold and silver bullion, coin and 
dust, uncoined gold and silver, platinum or other precious 
metals, precious stones, industrial diamonds, currency of 
any nation, stocks, bonds, or — form of negotiable paper. 

e insurance does not usually cover shipments of live 
animals and perishables or if covered, only against risk of 
death or loss or damage by fire, theft, lightning or crash 
or collision.* 

The insurance premium is not a charge levied by the car- 
rier and in ane the premium for payment to the in- 
surance company, the carrier acts as an agent for the 


—. 

e insurance premiums when compared with other 
forms of trarsportation insurance are extremely low and 
warrant the attention of all shippers to the availability of 
the insurance. 


*“SABENA: Live mammals (excluding monkeys, apes, and live fish) can be insured covering all risks of death, mor- 
tality, damage or injury from any cause whatsoevér. Live-stock other than mammals (including monkeys, apes and live 


fish) coverage limited to 75% of the insured value.

question. 


2. U. S. GOVERNMENT EXPORT REQUIREMENTS. 
Export shipments must be accompanied by the follow- 
ing documents (with exceptions noted): 

A. U.S. Shipper’s Export Declaration (See illustration). 

B. Export Licenses. The U. S. shipper must secure 
and present a U. S. Export License issued by one of 
the following U. 8. Government Departments for 
the commodities named: 

1) State Department: arms, ammunition, imple- 
ments of war including major airplane parts, 
helium, and tinplate. 

2) Treasury Department: gold and narcotics. 

$) Commerce Department: for commodities other 
than those listed above, except for exports des- 
tined to Canada. If consigned to the U. S. Armed 
Forces, or destined for official U. S. Government 
use, no license need accompany the shipment. 

NOTE: Information concerni Export Licenses 

may be obtained by a U. S. shipper. from 
one of the following: any Collector of Cus- 
toms; a District Office of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce; Office of 
International Trade, Department of Com- 
merce, Empire State Building, 350 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, N. Y., or Redntoomentn 
and Supply Branch, Office of International 
Trade, Department of Commerce, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C.

If the required documents (as indicated on the follow- 
ing pages) do not accompany the poe yay the shipper 
must indicate which documents (and their numbers, if 
any) have been forwarded. If the shipper claims that 


documents specified herein are not required, the ship- 
ment will be accepted if the shipper guarantees return 
charges. 

A. Commercial Invoice. 


Most countries have special regulations ges 
preparation of the Commercial Invoice, and shippers 
should be certain that the information on the In- 
voice meets those requirements. Generally, the goods 
must be described completely, and accurately; pre- 
ferably in the same terms of the destination coun- 
try’s customs tariff. Sales prices should be shown 
separately from the transportation or other ex- 
penses. if a special form is required, a substitute 
should not be used without the specific approval of 
the Consul, 

International Air Cargo Invoice. 

The International Air Cargo Invoice is the form 
 sdatchares. the destination country with specific in- 
ormation required by their customs regulations. It 
is accepted in all countries as a commercial invoice. 
Certain countries will also accept it in place of one 
or more of the following documents: Certificate of 
Origin, Consular Invoice and Consular Visa. The 
form is available at some commercial printers how- 
ever the shipper may prepare his own forms if all 
specified information is included and the form di- 
mensions do not exceed 8% by 14 inches. 

The number of copies required is shown in 
the Documentary Requirement section as is addi- 
tional information concerning modifications of the 
form required by some countries. 


C. Import License or Permit. 


Although the george | for obtaining an Import 
License/Permit rests with the consignee, certain 
destination countries require that the License/Per- 
mit (or a copy) accompany the shipment on its 
arrival at the first port of entry of the destination 
country. Some require that the License/Permit 
number be shown on the Air Waybill or other docu- 
ments accompanying the shipment. 

If not accompanied by a License/Permit when re- 
quired, or if the shipper does not know whether the 
consignee holds a License/Permit, the shipment will 
be accepted for transportation if the shipper will 
sign a statement on the Air Waybill guaranteeing 
aoerars for returning the shipment to the point 
of origin. 


D. Consular Invoice. 


Obtained from the nearest Consular office of the 
destination country. The requirement is generally 
dependent upon value of shipment. 


E. Certificate of Origin. 


For shipments to countries which, by treaty, have 
special duty assessments or imports from the U. 8. 


F. Other Requirements. 


Frequently, destination countries have specia: re- 
| oo permaayy which must be observed for the success- 

entry of specific items. In general, shipments 
consisting of the following articles are subject to 
special requirements. When such articles are ten- 
dered, either (1) contact the local office of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce, of the Consulate of 
the country of destination, or (2) local carrier. 

1) Animals including birds, pets, domestic animals 
and fowl usually require a licensed veterinarian’s 
Certificate of Good Health and a confirmation of 
Rabies vaccination. 

2) Firearms including sporting arms; and danger- 
ous articles or weapons such as daggers, brass 
knuckles, etc., are subject to import restrictions 
and special permit. 

3) Plants and Plant Products such as Live Plants, 
Seeds and Bulbs usually require a health or 
sanitary certificate issued by country of origin.

THE AIR WAYBILL : = 


An international shipper must make out (cut) or have made out on his behalf, an Air Waybill (Consignment Note) which serves as a 
contract of carriage and as receipt for goods in international air transportation. International shipments tendered to a carrier on a 
domestic airbill by the shipper, his agent or another carrier can be refused unless accompanied by specific written instructions 
(Shipper’s Letter of Instructions) prepared by the shipper authorizing the carrier to issue and sign the Air Waybill. These instruc- 
tions must include: 

the Shipper’s declared value for Carriage, 

the Shipper’s declared value for Customs, 

whether or not the shipper desires insurance and if so the amount of insurance to be purchased. 


This information is necessary for the completion of the Air Waybill. Air Waybills are executed (cut) in sets of atleastnine copies, 

each in the following order and colors, and are marked and used for the following purposes; 

ORIGINAL 3—FOR THE SHIPPER (Blue). Shipper’s receipt and evidence of carriage contract. 

ORIGINAL 1—FOR ISSUING CARRIER (Green). For issuing carrier’s accounting purposes and evidence of carriage contract. 

ORIGINAL 2—FOR CONSIGNEE (Pink). Accompanies shipment to destination and is tendered to consignee. 

NUMBER 4—DELIVERY RECEIPT (Yellow). Accompanies shipment to destination, is signed by Consignee and retained by final 
carrier as delivery receipt and evidence of completion of carriage contract. 

NUMBER 5—CUSTOMS DECLARATION (White). Accompanies shipment to airport destination for use in effecting clearance through 


customs. 
NUMBER 6, 7, 8 (White). 6. Accompanies shipment and is retained by Third Carrier,

Certain types of cargo are subject to restrictions 
in order for the carriage to be performed by air. To 
secure uniformity of the special conditions which attach 
to “restricted articles,” the International Air Transport 
Association has developed the /ATA Regulations 
Relating To The Carriage Of Restricted Articles By 
Air. These regulations are also published in tariff form 
by the Air Traffic Conference of America in its Official 
Air Transport Restricted Articles Tariff No. 6-C. 

These regulations list and define restricted articles, 
noting which may or may not be carried, the quantity 
allowed, and the packaging requirements. The list 
includes such things as flammables (either liquid, 
solid, or gaseous), corrosives, poisons, radioactive 
substances, magnetic material, noxious or irritating 
substances, or articles possessing inherent qualities 
which make them unsuitable for carriage by air without 
special provisions. 


Items of this nature will be accepted by IATA 
carriers only in conformity with the IATA Regulations or 
the Restricted Articles Tariff No. 6-C. When such an item 
is offered to an air carrier, the proper shipping names, as 
listed in the Regulations, must be used. Trade names 
are not acceptable. 

Some restricted articles may be accepted for 
Carriage on cargo-only planes. Other articles may 
travel on cargo aircraft in large quantities or with a 
different type of packaging than is permitted on passenger- 
carrying airplanes. For such items, the CARGO AIR- 
CRAFT ONLYLabel (below) must be affixed by the 
originating carrier when the shipment involves an inter- 
line movement. The airwaybill and other shipping 
documents should indicate when shipments are accept- 
able on cargo aircraft only.
